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ABSTEiACT 

The Inferred Program Cost (IPC), a program evaluation 
indicator in use at Prince George •s Community College (PGCC) , 
represents the cost of one student completing the curriculum 
requirements for a degree or certificate program/ option as specified 
in the cvrront college catalog. The IFP for each program is the 
dollar amount representing the theoretical cost of producing one 
graduate based on the costs of instruction in a given fiscal year. 
This report examines the IPC's of all occupational programs at PGCC 
from Fiscal Year (FY) 1984 through FY89. Among the findings presented 
are the following: (1) the median IPC for associate in arts (AA) 
programs in FY89 was $8,544, ranging from a low of $6,151 for 
Microcomputer Systems to a high of $18,042 for Respiratory Therapist; 
(2) the five allied health programs were the most costly AA options, 
while the three business/management programs were among the four 
least expensive; (3) the FY89 IPC's for certificate programs ranged 
from $2,029 for the Marketing Management certificate tc $5,561 for 
the Medical Secretary certificate; and (4) . ispiratory Therapist and 
Nuclear Medicine Technology programs showed the greatest IPC increase 
over the 5~year period (118% and 94%, respectively), while Criminal 
Justice Technology and Early Childhood Education showed the smallest 
IPC increases (11% and 13%, respectively). Detailed data tables are 
appended, presenting the IPC for all PGCC AA and certificate programs 
from FY 1984 through FY 1989. (JMC) 
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Introduction 

The Inferred Program Cost (IPC) is a program evaluation 
indicator which was developed as part of the Occupational Program 
Management System. The research office has been using this 
indicator in program evaluations for several years. This report 
will look at the IPCs of all occupational programs from FY84 
through FY89. 

IPC Definition and Calculation 

The Inferred Program Cost is the cost of one student 
completing the curriculum requirements for a degree or certificate 
program/option as specified in the current College catalog. It 
represents the theoretical cost of prodi cing one graduate based on 
the costs of instruction (using the Discipline Cost Analysis) in 
a given fiscal year. 

The IPC is calculated by summing the products of the required 
hours in each discipline multiplied by the discipline cost per 
credit hour. This procedure is illustrated by the FY89 IPC for the 
Accounting A. A. degree program (costs as displayed are rounded) :

In cases where the curriculum offers a choice of courses, such 
as the requirement of an elective from a specified set of 
alternatives, the discipline cost per credit hour is calculated 
for that group of courses as a whole, then multiplied by the 
required hours. 



A Look at FYS 9 costs 

To help assess the relative costliness of each program option, 
the IPC for each program option was divided by the median IPC for 
all occupational program options of the same level (A. A. or 
certificate) and multiplied b, 100. An index number above ICO 
indicates a program of above mtdian cost; index numbers below 100 
identify less expensive program.3. The table below shows the IPCs 
and index numbers for A. A. program options in FY89, and the one on 
the next page shows the same information for the certificate 
options.

The median IPC for A. A. program options in FY89 was $8,544. 
The IPCs ranged from a low of $6,151 for Microcomputer Systems to 
a high of $18,042 for Respiratory Therapist. The five allied 
health options topped the list with costs of Respiratory Therapist 
and Nuclear Medicine Technology approximately twice the median IPC. 
Radiograpy's IPC was 46 percent above the median. The least 
expensive A. A. program options included Microcomputer Systems and 
3 business/management program options (in marketing, para-legal, 
and business management) - all under 75 percent of the median IPC. 



The table below shows that the FY89 inferred costs of the 
certificate options ranged from $2,029 for the Marketing Management 
Certificate to $5,561 for the Medical Secretary Certificate. The 
Medical Secretary IPC was 38 percent above the median IPC for 
certificates ($4,032). Other options costing more than 25 percent 
abc/e the median IPC were the two electronics certificates. Three 
business/management certificate options (in marketing, small 
business, and accounting) had IPCs ^'hich were less than seventy 
percent of the median. The IPC of the marketing certificate was 
only half of the median -IPC for certificates.

The median IPCs for the college's A. A. and certificate program 
options incr^.ased 43 and 42 percent respectively. 



Summary 

The Inferred Program Cost is a theoretical cost indicator used 
to track the cost of programs rather than disciplines or cost 
centers which are normally tracked within the college. Although 
the indicator itself may not represent actual costs, the inferred 
program cost can show the costs of programs in relation to other 
programs and in relation to costs in previous years. This report 
shows that the IPC is an effective program cost indicator in that 
it does differentiate between costs of various programs, largely 
reflecting the discipline costs of the "core" courses. The IPC 
indicator essentially confirms what has been inferred from the 
discipline cost figures about the ranging of program costs. 

The IPCs indicate that the allied health, electronics, and 
word processing programs/options were the most expensive. 
Respiratory Therapist, Nuclear Medicine and the word processing 
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options also had the largest increases in cost over the past five 
years . 

The program options with the lowest IPCs included the 
microcomputer, marketing, para-legal, business management, and 
accounting (certificate) options* The options with the least 
increase in cost also fell into the business management and 
computer areas - the criminal justice, early childhood education, 
para-legal and computer management A.A» options and the marketing 
certificate each showed increases of not more than 15 percent •
